2 sentenced in rapes 



Ntwa-M«ta«ng«r report a 

A ofl-year-old Clyde man who 
pleaded guilty to raping- three 
boys was sentenced Tuesday to 
up to 100 years in prison. 

In an unrelated case, a former 
Fremonter brought back here to 
stand trial was sentenced to life 
in prison on rape charges. 

John R. Van Allen, 151 Wash- 
ington St M was sentenced by San- 
dusky County Common Pleas 
Judge Harry Sargeant Jr. to 7 to 
23 years on four counts of raping 
three boys under the age of 13. 
The rapes reportedly occurred in 
1381 and 1982. 

Van Allen was one of the sight 
men Indicted earlier this year on 
sex-related offenses. He was the 
fourth man to be arrested as the 
result of an investigation by the 
Fremont and Clyde police de- 
partments, the Sandusky County 
Sheriff's Department and the 
:ounty children's services de- 
partment- 
Van Allen was indicted by a 
Sandusky County grand jury on 
seven counts of rape but pleaded 
quilty last week to four of those 
counts. ■ 

For the past 2H» years. Van 
Allen had been employed by the 
city of Clyde as a custodian. 

He will be sent to the Medical 
Reception Center in Chillicothe 
and then sent to prison. 

A former Fremont resident 
found guilty of two counts of 
rape was sentenced Tuesday in 
Sandusky County Commom 
Pleas Court to life in prison.

Mark A. Hail, formerly of 1623

The sex crimes investigation is 
a joint effort of the Fremont and 
Gyde Police departments ana 
the Sandusky County Sheriff's 
Department, and has been on- 
going since January when police 
searched a Fremont man's home 
and discovered pornographic 
photographs depicting adults in 
homosexual activities and nude 
boys. 

According to police reports, 
the boys in the pictures were all 
between the ages of 11 and 17, 
and many are aduits now. Some 
pictures date back to 1976, police 
said. 

Police say the investigation 
could involve up to 100 children. 

More arrests are expected, but 
may not take place until after 
the grand jury meets on Feb. 25. 
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
